"standard'* unions in refusing 
to join a strike now has broken 
the backbone ' of the proposed 
walk-out.

only after vigorous debate. It was ar- 


ed by these officials that the clerks 


were more 
closely 
related in their 


work to the members of the Btg Poux- 
brotherhoods than are any of the 
other union men ana that consequent- 
ly many of them thought they would 
ly'many of them thought they would 
suppo'rt the Biff Four in its strike 
call. The turning point ty the meet- 
ing came when it was said the officials 
announced that they, liKe the leaders 
of the other standard unions, had not 
been able to persuade the 
brother- 


hoods and the switchmen to agree to 
support them throughout 
the 
pro- 


posed strike. When it was announced 
that the brotherhoods had Informed 
the officials that their men would re- 
turn to work when 
their 
personal 


grievances had been settled, regard- 
less of the action of other striking 
unions, the sentiment swung to the 
no-strike plan, it was said by those 
present at the meeting. 


The 
statement 
announcing 
the 
clerks' action was almost the same, 
word (or word, as the one yesterday 
from tha Federated Shop Crafts, an- 
nouncing that their men would not 
be authorized to strike. It pointed out 
that the present "is not the time to 
strike."

FREIGHT RATE CUT ON GRAIN 


PRINCIPAL ITEM AT CAPITAL 


"Washington, Oct. 23, — A waiting at- 


titude toward the impending railroad 
strike still prevailed in oRtcitt circles 
today and no modification of the In- 
dicated intention of the administra- 
tion to leave al! direct conduct Of deal- 
ings with it to the Railroad Labor 
board was observable. The cut or- 
dered by the Interstate 
Commerce 


commission in western grain rates re- 
mained "the only salient move of the 
government in the railroad situation 
since the strike call. 


Calculations upon this prepared for 


the Association of Railway Executives 
indicated that the freight rate de- 
crease given western shippers would 
make a difference Ot two cents a 
bushel on average shipments of wheat 
between producing districts and pri- 
mary market centers. 


To what extent the decision will 


play a part in the strike situation Is 
problematical, but on its face it ap- 
pears to be an invitation and a sug- 
gestion to common carriers to cut 
their expenses so as to hai-monine with 
the reduced income which the de- 
cision will bring. As expenses can be 
cut primarily by reducing wages, tha 
decision gives the railroads the sanc- 
tion of the Intel-state Commerce com- 
mission in cirrying out their formula 
that they cannot reduce freight rates 
unless wages are lowered further. Th>; 
commission apparently holds that thi- 
12 per cent wage reduction ordered 
by the Railroad .Labor board last July 
iustilies freight rate reduction. 


Kales Cut Materially. 


In 1330 the commission gave the 


railroads permission to advance then- 
freight rates on an average uf 3K per 
cent on account ot the high cost of 
operation due to war-time wages and 
prices. Todav's decision is the most 
important decree of the commission 
since then and is regarded 
as 
of 


greater importance than the commis- 
sion's ruling in the 5 !* to 6 per cent 
rate case m vrhich it laid down tho 
rule, now rctersi-J. 
that 
revenues 


needed by the carriers 
should 
de- 


termine freight rates. 


Rates involved are cut materially. 


"We find," fays 
the 
.commission, 


"that the present rates on wheat and 
hay involved herein will be for the 
future unjust and unreasonable to the 
extent that they may individually m- 
cide more than one-half of the in- 
creases authorized in K-Farte No. 74."

STONE OUTLINES STAND 


OF RAILROAD EMPLOYES 


Cleveland, Oct. 23.—Responsibility 


for the nation-wide railroad 
strike, 


scheduled to begin next Sunday morn- 
ing, was placed on the United States 
Ilailroad Labor board and the car- 
riers in a statement issued here to- 
day. 
This, and 
the 
announcement 


that all the general chairmen of the 
"Big Five" brotherhoods, numbering 
about 600 men, have been cited to ap-, 
pear before the board 
in 
Chicago 


Wednesday, featured 
today's strike 


developments here. 


The attitude of the union chiefs was 


explained, following a conference of 
four of the "Big Five" leaders today, 
in ft statement by 1Varren S. Stone, 
president ol the Brotherhood of loco- 
motive Engineers, In which the chiefs 
reiterated their hope that a solution 
acceptable to the employes may yet 
be found. 


It was Indicated that the statement 


may be regarded as an outline of the 
stand the labor leaders will take with 
the executives of the railroads before 
the Labor board. 


The statement follows: 


Mr. Stone's Statement: 


"With regard to the position of the 


employes of the railroad at this time, 
we can only say that their representa- 
tives are patiently waiting for any 
developments that would appear to 
offer a solution, of the situation that 
confronts us. 


"We are not now, nor have we 


ever been, desirous of being party to 
precipitating a. strike, but when it is 
quite apparent that the railroads pur- 
pose not only to reduce wages but to 
take from their employes practically 
all the conditions of service that have 
been maintained for many years and 
the .Railroad Labor Board is unable or 
fails to give us any assurance that 
the interests of the employes will be 
protected from such onslaught by the 
interests that control the transporta- 
tion lines of our country, nothing is 
left for the employes but to stand on 
their constitutional rights to 
retire 


from tlie service of these carriers. 


"We are advised through newspa- 


pers, that "the Interstate 
Commerce 


commission has authorized 
a con 


siderablo reduction in freight rates. 


"NoLwithstandl'GS the fact that the 


wages of the railroad employes have 
been reduced 12 per cent since July 1, 
there TMIS no talk of -a reduction of 
freight rates until this crisis arose. 
Xow the railroads are attempting to 
gain the sympathy of the public in 
this crisis by this late reduction of 
rates. 
* 


"The public never would have re- 


ceived this reduction with the con 
sent o£ the railroads had the rail- 
roads not hccn confronted with this 
emergency."

had continued political affairs, ani- 
mated by a desire to regulate the sit- 
uation between the German K my Ire- 
and the Allies and to restore Europe 
by a. fulfillment of the treaty obliga- 
tions. 
The cabinet, the letter added, had 


met the heaiy demands made upon 
the German people, uai-ttcultirly as 
regar<J9 the payment of the one bil- 
lion gold marks on October SI. txnd 
had received Allied acknowledgement 
of tho fulfillment of its obligations 
In the matter of disarmament, wilich 
was effected in the face ot great diffi- 
culties. 
"It might have been expected," says 


the letter, "that In view of German 
efforts and an earnest desire loyally 
to fulfill the treaty obligations thut 
the occupation of the ituhr would 
have ceased and that regarding Upper 
Silesia a solution would have been 
found In harmony, with the sense of 
Justice of the German people of "Up- 
per Silesia and future, peaceful re- 
lations between the European nations. 


Land Torn Prom Germany. 


"Instead, there, has been a decree by 


which not only extensive tracts of Up- 
per Silesia, but also nourishing Ger- 
man towns and the greater portion of 
th* Internal wealth and four-fifths of 
the factories will be- torn from the 
Gorman homeland. Moreover, a great 
part of the population which fnlls to 
Poland la ot German origin and Ger- 
man speaking and despite the rign: of 
self-determination and the unequivo- 
cal result of the plebiscite, will 
be 


subjected to foreign doirilnj-floti. 


"Never can the German peopie for- 


get this loss which has been Indicted 
and which the defenseless must accept 
Although the cabinet still is convinced 
that only sincere efforts to fulnll all 
parts of the agreement can render 
possible the, political 
and 
economic 


restoration of Europe, it Is convinced 
that the limits of German capacity 
and tfie possibility of fulfillment has 
beer, materially reduced by the Si- 
lesian decree and that a new situation 
therefore has arisen for Germany. 


"In view of these facts, the cabinet 


has decided to relinquish office." 


Tho visit of President Loebe of the 


relchstag and his colleagues, to thu 
chancellery previous to the derision 
of the cabinet to retire is taken as an 
indication that the Wli-lh government 
had encountered fresh obstacles in the 
attitude ot tho coalition party which 
definitely precluded the prospects of 
depending upon an undivided parlia- 
mentary line-up for the government. 


Situation Becomes Cluttered, 


At the rolihstas, whore the (Joalf- 


tio.-i and German People's parties con- 
ferred during the greater part o£ yes- 
terday, the situation erfulu:ill>- became 
so cluttered through pai tisiin dlfier- 
pnces that President Locbe ilnaily de- 
rided to inform the cabinet that there 
was no Ukt-lihood of uniting the coali- 
tion into an effective organization.

The imlotn i table spirit of merchant 


sailors, combined with ihelr masterly 
seamanship, were responsible for many 
heroic episodes In the groat war, soma 
ot which sre only Jnst being brought 
to llgrht, says the Montreal Herald. 


A tlirilltue tale WES told of 
the 


flinty little cargo trtiutp steamer Avo- 
cet attacked by thcee airplanes and 
driven among mine fields ns she avoid- 
0^1 her foe of the air. 


Bound from Rotterdam to Englnnd, 


•Mth land still on the horizon, three 
German planes sailed out of Belgium 
bent on her destruction, • Two of them 
were tiny scouts, but the third was 
of the type used to fly across tue 
channel and bomb London. 


The first bomb aimed at the Avocet 


missed its mark by about fifteen feet. 
Altogether she was pelted with thlrty- 
Jtvu of them, some escaping crashine 
on her decks miraculously. The b!g 
bombing plane especta)*y was handled 
with great skill. For !t would fly 
over from stem to stem in. order to 
have her jfull length for a target and 
not just her beam only. But each titna 
It laid a course parallel to her length 
her officers "would swlng^her out ot 
the line. And white this maneuvet 
was going on tbe two scout planet 
kept flylnff-seross her, dropping bombs, 


Fought Airplane* with Rifle*. 


Only A few rifles had the Avocet'8 


crew to fight their foes with. Yet 
with them they managed to maintain 
such a constant fire that' none of th« 
alt-planes dared to descend low enough 
to make nor* of ft hit. Bven distres* 
signal rocket* were used and the 
chief officer was fortunate enough to 
explode one within a few feet of the 
battle plane, driving It to a higher 
altitude. For half an hour the fight 
lasted, with the Avocet zigzagging to 
dodge the dropping bombs i.nd con- 
ntnntly being in danger of striking 
mines. Furthermore, the big plane 
turned its machine gun on the ship, 
hoping thereby to kill the officers ot 
drive them to cover, so that being DO 
longer so cieverly navigated the Avo- 
cet would become an eauiier mark to 
hit. 


When the planes finally gave It up 


and flew away the ship's decks were 
littered with shrapnel. 
Yet nobody 


was killed or even wounded. The 
lookout man hi the' bow stuck to his 
pose throughout and actually reported 
to tho bridge a floating mine dead 
ahead while the fight was at its hot* 
test. So mncft for the air attack. 


As to submarine attack, the first 


case of the peppering of an unarmed 
merchant ship with shrapnel was that 
of the Anglo-Califorpian. It happened 
on July 4, 1S15—•jtwt two months 
•fter the Luaitanta. 


The first intimation that her com- 


mander, Capt. Pai-siow had that his 
ship was In for an unusual experience 
was when the VO" boot came to the 
surface, fired a shell into the ship 
and repeated the dose In rapid suc- 
cession. 
Captain Parslow tried to 


escape, but on the surface the sub- 
marine proved to be possessed of 
greater speed than the heavily laden 
cargo boat, and it wasn't long before 
things began to look pretty blue. 


Finding that he could not escape, 


Caplaln Parslow adopted the tactics-ot 
a cornered animal, maneuvering his 
ship, keeping her bow always pointed 
at the enemy so that even though she 
was being constantly shelled ttie sub- 
marine couldn't hit her with a tor- 
pedo. 
Hound and round the Anglo- 


Callfornian the "C" boat sjeameiH 
blazing nwny with her sun as she 
sought to get into position where she. 
could deal a death blow. Frequently 
She came so close that men on her 
deck raked the Aoglo-Callfornian with 
rifle fire. 


Captain Killed on Bridge.
